Arab Disseminated All Over The World 
After Greece Introduced To Europe 


Greeks Had A Word For Him—Godlike Pegasus Triumphed 
Over Everything Mundane Through Years Of Misuse And 
Abuse That All Horses Partake Of Breed Today 








(Editor’s Note: Through the courtesy of Town and Country Equestrian 
Assn., Chicago, Ill., and J. M. Fitzgerald, Secy., the following address made 
by John L. Hervey, noted author and authority on the Thoroughbred, who 
writes regularly for this paper in the name of Salvator, is reprinted. Mr. 
Hervey, acknowledged to be one of the greatest living historians on racing and 
Thoroughbred breeding made this address before the Town and Country 
Equestrian Assn., on March 27, 1942). 

Ladies and Gentlemen:— 

The topic that has been assigned me for this evening is the influence of 
the Arab upon the riding horses of America. It is both an interesting and a 
very live one—while it has the longest background that anything of the kind 
possibly could. It will be well therefore, to begin at the beginning if we are 
going to orient ourselves—and, as you know, the Arab is an Oriental horse, 
Do not, however, be alarmed. I am not going to emulate the orator who in 
delivering an address upon George Washington, began with the Flood. 

All of you are familiar with the term CLASSIC. When you hear or see 
it used it at once arouses in your mind the idea of something singularly pure 
and perfect that for thousands of years—or at least for centuries—has been 
by general consent accepted as a type or model by which everything else of 
the kind is tried or tested. The most frequent association of the word is 
with the culture of ancient Greece. Modern civilization is in effect founded 
upon that of ancient Greece. Almost everything that we have today reposes 
upon it—art, architecture, literature, science, philosophy and ethics. The 
Greeks by their achievements endowed us with that precious store of classic 
which remain the ideals and the standards of our entire scope of activity. 
The beauty of them is that they have never worn out. They are still going 
concerns. 

If you should wonder what all this has to do with my avowed subject, 
let it be said that there is only one classic type or breed of horse and that 
we owe our knowledge of him as well as our debt to him, not to the country 
from which originally he came, but to classic Greece. For it was Greece that 
introduced the Arab to Europe, whence he was disseminated all over the 
world. 

While Greece stamped its entire culture with its own sign-manual, it did 
not just reach up into the air and pull it down from there. On the contrary 
it was a very cosmopolitan culture, which it derived in large part from other, 
older countries of what is called the Mediterranean world. The Greeks were 
the great colonizers, travelers, explorers and traffickers of their age, as well 
as the great warriors and conquerors—-and from wherever they went they 
brought back home and wove into the pattern of their life the things that 
they thought the best. 

Arab Origin Zoological Mystery 

Among many other lands that they penetrated were those of Asia-Minor 

and there they found the Arab horse. He was not however, then an Arab. 
He belonged to the greater part of all that region—and had from time im- 
The origin of the Arab (as we now call him) is the world’s great- 
est zoological mystery. When we first encounter him he is already exactly 
the same fixed and eternal type of animal that he is today, with the sole 
exception that he is not quite so large. Otherwise he has remained through 
all the centuries, ages and cycles, to all intents and purposes unchanged. 
the one and only equine im- 


memorial. 


There he stands, just as he always has stood 
mortal. 

Modern zoology inclines to the belief that the historical equine race of 
today originated in Central Asia in prehistoric times. It might be thought, 
then, not much to wonder at that in those dim and unimaginable ages it was 
easy for the species to find its way down into Asia-Minor and there, in the 
course of time, to evolve into the Oriental type, of which the Arab is the 
ultimate flower and ideal. But the mystery lies in the fact that we are un- 
able to link up the two kinds of horses. There are no intermediate types 
connecting them. Nowhere else that he went in all his world-wide roamings 
did the original Central Asiatic horse evolve into anything but what he 
might have been expected to—a coarse, rough, rugged, wild or semi-wild

However, he 
faltered when Shut Out and Alsab 
came around him at the top of the 
turn and finished 4th.

Both 
of these should win important stakes 
this season for Eastern breeding ~e- 


nown. 


J. H. Louchheim’s Kopla has been 
an outstanding 2-year-old colt this 
year. A son of Okapi—Shrew, Kopla 
won his initial outing in a maiden 
claiming event and went on to win 
the 2nd division of the Hialeah 
Juvenile Stakes. Defeated by Hygro- 
hour in the Bowie Kindergarten 
Stakes, Kepla was an easy winner in 
the Ral Parr Stakes at Pimlico on 
April 30, Tellmenow placed 1 1-2 
lengths over Hygrohour. To date, 
Kopla has not been unplaced in 8 
outings. 

Overdrawn scored a close viciory 
in the Jamaica Handicap on May 2 
in a field of 10 good ones. The con- 
dition of the handicap read, “3-year- 
olds and upward”, but all were old- 
er.

the major portion being won by 
Overdrawn in the Jamaica Handicap.

Keeneland meeting. There in a2 6- 
furlong dash he had defeated Whirl. 
away, last season’s Derby and cham- 
pion money winner, by a head. Sub- 
sequently he had been reserved ex- 
pressly for the ‘‘Blue Ribband.” 

His work, however, had been so 
pleasing that the talent saw in him 
the winner, 

Shut Out had raced twice, also at 
Keeneland. On the first occasion he 
had been beaten over 6 furlongs by 
Valdina Orphan, but was giving that 
colt 17 lbs. 

On the second he won the Blue 
Grass Stakes, 1 1-8 miles, very eas- 
ily, but had nothing worth while to 
beat. 

On their 2-year-old form, Devit 
Diver ranked higher. They had been 
started together repeatedly and only 
once had Shut Out finished ahead 
of the other colt. 

Yet when it came to the Derby, as 
stated, Shut Out won going away by 
two lengths. 

Devil Diver, though well placed 
from the start, was unable to come 
through when called on in the home 
stretch and finished 6th, well back. 

The ‘‘poetic justice” of this result 
can only be appreciated upon look- 
ing backward. 

Shut Out, as stated, is by Equip- 
oise, Devil Diver is by Imp. St. Ger- 
mans. 

Had not Equipoise died when but 
10 years of age he would now be 14. 

As a 2-year-old, in 1930, he was 
the champion money-winner of his 
age, but had a formidable rival in 
Twenty Grand, also a son of Imp. 
St. Germans, the sire of Devil Diver. 

Equipoise was made the’ winter 
favorite for the Kentucky Derby, but 
showed poor form in two preliminary 
races as a 3-year-old; then, on the, 
eve of the Derby itself, had to be 
withdrawn and thrown out of train- 
ing for the rest of that season, being 
quite seriously amiss. 

Meanwhile Twenty Grand went 
on to win the Derby in record-break- 
ing time and close the season its 
champion 3-year-old. 

Then there came a change of scene 
and status. 

At 4 Twenty Grand broke down 
and was never again of much ac- 
count. 

Equipoise, on the contrary, came 
back to become king of the turf for 
three successive seasons, during 
which he made himself the greatest 
popular idol of recent times in this 
country. His earnings reached the 
enormous sum of $338,610. 

Being then retired to the stud, he 
made but one partial and three re- 
gular seasons, then died suddenly, 
leaving but a smal] family behind 
him. 

His showing as a sire has been, 
however, remarkable. Last season he 
led all American-bred stallions in 
money-winnings, his get earning 
$238,676. 

Previous to last Saturday, none 
of his offspring had even tried for a 
Kentucky Derby. 

Shut Out therefore, was at once 
the first and the last of them that 
would ever have a chance to post 
his name among those of the sires of 
Derby winners. 

That he did so, in a clean-cut and 
decisive manner, may be regarded as 
one of the mest striking facts of its 
kind in turf history. 

Nothing quite like it has ever be- 
fore happened.

Horses Will Come Back; 
Shoers Must Learn Forge Skill; 
What Makes Horse Chuck It? 





There has been a protracted cor- 
respondente in a ‘horsey’ contem- 
porary, and still more talk recently 
as to whether the day of the horse 
has gone. An analysis of the views 
expressed (allowing for wishful 
thinking!) seems to be that not only 
in the world of sport'and on the road 
but also on the land this mechanical 
age will still require horses in large 
numbers. Recently there has been 
some discussion in high military 
places whether it would not be wise 
to revive cavalry to some extent in 
view of the successes of the Russian 
mounted units and the value placed 
on cavalry by the American army 
chiefs. 

I am convinced that in many cases 
it is not so much that farmers pre- 
fer tractors, or find them more econ- 
omical than horses, as that they have 
been compelled to adopt machinery 
owing to the shortage of men cap- 
able and willing to ‘‘do’’ horses as 
they should be done. ‘‘Fothering up 
and bedding down” during the win- 
ter months means night-work on 7 
days a week and this is not in accord 
with the increasing demand amongst 
all classes for “time off’ and nights 
free. How far this cry for more 
money, less work and shorter hours 
will fit in to the post war scheme of 
things remains to be seen. 


Work Harder 

I am inclined to think we will all 
have to work harder and make less 
‘of a god of pleasure, variety and ex- 
citement. If, as we are told, there is 
to be a backward trek to the land it 
may be that the horse will regain 
something of its former position in 
agriculture. Certain it is that thou- 
sand of small farmers will always 
work horses, not merely because of 
lack of capital to lay down in trac- 
tors, but also because the horses they 
breed and use will be growing into 
money to help to pay the rent, 
whereas a tractor deteriorates in 
value so soon as it leaves the maker. 

Blacksmith Competition 

Someone the other day remarked 
that it is a pointer to which way the 
wind blows with regard to horses 
that the Yorkshire Rural Commun- 
ity Council is this summer to hold 
competitions amongst blacksmiths, 
not to encourage them in their work 
as shoeing-smiths, but as mechanics. 
Young smiths and apprentices who 
enter will be examined as to the 
working and repair of agricultural 
machinery. One correspondent des- 
cribes this as an effort “‘to improve 
the status of rural blacksmiths to- 
wards that of agricultural engineer.” 
As a matter of fact country smiths, 
whilst first and foremost shoers of 
horses, have always been called upon 
to repair ploughs, self-binders, ana 
other implements. As these have 
grown in number and use, smiths 
adapted themselves and their forges 
to a new class of work before the 
days of tractors and the vast re- 
duction in the number of hunters, 
trap horses, and agricultural horses. 
Moreover, they had more time for 
mechanical work in view of the fact 
that most of them in recent years 
have bought ready-made, mass-pro- 
duced horse shoes at a cheaper rate 
than they could make them. This 
has diverted a great deal of what 





was skilled work taking up much 
time in the forge. 
Skill on Forge Lost 

As we know to our sorrow scores 
ot smith’s shops have been closed 
down owing to tractors having taken 
the place of horses, and at those 
forges which are in full swing, we 
find, not a number of horses outside 
waiting their turn to be shod, but a 
line of implements requiring atten- 
tion. Nevertheless, there are many 
who are convinced, as J am, that the 
horse will ‘“‘come back’’, and that 
the shoeing-smith will again be busy 
at what used to be his main work. 
It is well that he should be encourag- 
ed to keep his hand in at this as well 
as to be able to repair all the new 
mechanical inventions which have 
taken the place of man power and 
horse power, especially on big farms, 
The small farmer, who retains his 
horses, is more numerous than the 
former. 

Cleveland Bay Demand 

There is every indication that the 
type of anima] for which there will 
be a place and demand in the future 
is the Cleveland Bay and crosses of 
that old-established, clean-legged 
breed. They are more active than 
any other type, they move faster 
over the ground, consume less food, 
wear out less shoe-iron, have a long- 
er life of usefulness, and are aptly 
described as ‘‘a general utility ant- 
mal’’ who can serve any purpose on 
the land or road. For Cleveland Bays 
there will be a resumption of the big 
demand from aboard so soon as the 
war is over, It is certain there will 
be a remunerative market at home. 

Frost Delays Training 

The 1942 Nat’l. Hunt volume will 
be the smallest in size ever and by 
what one can learn that for the 1942 
flat race season will establish a sim- 
ilar record for sport under Jockey 
Club Rules. The attenuated National 
Hunt Calendar is, of course, due to 
one of the longest consecutive stop- 
pages of sport most of us remember. 
It is now obvious that the opening 
of the flat racing season will be de- 
layed for which, as I wrote last 
week, no trainer will be sorry, as for 
on end it was impossible to 
take horses on the roads, so glass-~ 
like were they with frost. They have 
circled round monotonously _ for 
hours in stable yards but until mid- 
March had none of the essentiat 
“nipe-openers’”’ and ‘“‘sharpening up 
gallops’ to prepare them for’ the 
race track, Thus they are everywhere 
backward in condition and it is those 
horses who come to hand quickly 
with very little work which will win 
the earliest races.

Studs Drowned 
This week I want to chat with 
you about racehorses from a point 
of view not often discussed and less 
understood by the vast turf loving 
public, whom we call ‘‘the man in 
the street.” Hippius and Morogoro 


are at the bottom of the sea. They 
were on their way to Brazil to a 
South American sportsman’s stud, 


after costing him 3000gs and 2100gs 
respectively in purchase price. Other 
recent shipments of bloodstock have 
met a similar fate, although many 
exported animals, including some I 
have sent to America, have arrived 


safely at their destination. At one 
time big things were expected of 
Morogoro (by Felicitation), and 


Hippius (by Hyperion). 


The Druid to S. A. 

Now The Druid (by Bahram), has 
been sold to go to South America, 
Named after one of the greatest of 
all sporting writers (H. Dixon, a 
Cumbrian), The Druid proved one 
of those disappointing horses which 
often “all but got there’. The weal- 





thy Mr. J. V. Rank paid 13,000gs to 
secure the Sledmere bred colt as a 
yearling, this being one of his un- 


lucky purchases. The colt’s dam 
Trustful, bred the 1935 St. Leger 
winner, Scottish Union, and Mr. 


Rank no doubt thought he was get- 
ting another classic horse in The 
Druid. There is much in the pyscho- 
logy of Thoroughbreds which is not 
understood, and no problem which 
has been more discussed than that 
of racehorses which seem to “chuck 
it’ when near, or on the’ winning 


post. Not a few horses have a re- 
markable record of ‘2nd’ and 
“*3rds.”* 


What Makes ’em Chuck It 
It is a question whether they de- 


cline to make further effort when 
challenged, or whether they cannot 
pull out any more. Whilst some 


authorities hold the view that the 
horse is possessed of very little brain 
power, other argue that they are as 
clever as professors. Some trainers 
describe the disappointing type of 
horse I have mentioned as “‘rogues’’, 







and as “refusing to put it all in’. No 
doubt in some cases they are right, 
but not in all. Yet no satisfactory 
theory has been advanced to explain 
the reason why certain blood ‘uns 
are so often “just beaten,”’ or do not 
produce their home form on a race- 
course. 

I have heard experienced trainers 
say of such animals “If only he 
could once get his head in front it 
would make all the difference.” This 
suggests that certain horses get dis~ 
couraged by being beaten, or under: 
rate their abilities. The topic is an 
interesting one and emphasises the 
fact that every horse is an individual 
study. 

Sun Castle Retired 

Still speaking of racehorses, I was 
told some time ago that Sun Castle 
would run more. It seems that 
the hard going at Newmarket this 
winter has caused him to crock up 
in his feet. He won last year’s St. 
Leger and was the best 3-year-old ot 
the year. Now he

WHIRLAWAY AND GLEN-NA-MONA 





Come what may, there will always be racing in America! Regardless of 
emergency curtailment, regardless of the difficulties of the reconstruction 
days of the future, there is sufficient romance in the spirit of competition 
with the Thoroughbred and enough inexorable owners that the game will 
forever carry on. 

Last week in Maryland there were two great inspirational examples for 
this continuance. On Wednesday at Pimlico, following out the spirit of the 
Maryland Jockey Club, to provide the finest in American racing, Whirlaway, 
mighty three-year-old champion of 1941, long tailed little chestnut son of 
Imp. Blenheim II, sprung from the Sweep mare, Dustwhirl, flashed over the 
mile and three-sixteenth route in his own peculiar and slow starting style to 
win the 38th running of the famed Dixie Handicap. This renewal of this 
rich stake was one of the great days in the annals of the turf. Four of the 
greatest handicap horses in recent years, Whirlaway, Attention, Mioland and 
Challedon, champions one and all, ran in order, bunched within two lengths, 
all were heavily weighted. Dixie! They played the song and people sang 
it during the parade to the post. Hearts beat to the tune as the War time 
Dixie field filed into starting stalls. Those same hearts fairly pounded as the 
winner came speeding around the field at the top of the stretch, coming from 
behind as he always does in a belated rush, to middle-aisle the track and 
win going away. A truly great race, well befitting the classically bred money 
contenders, who together had won over a million and a quarter dollars in 
turf triumphs during their careers. 

There was other such inspiration last week at Pimlico. This came the 
preceding day. Perhaps the event, a $1,000 claiming steeplechase is insigni- 
ficant by comparison to the importance of the rich $20,000 Dixie Handicap, 
but somehow everything important to the turf is not reckoned in money. 
Back of Miss Jane Watters’ Glen-Na-Mona’s jumping win in the Tuesday 
steeplechase is a powerful story of romance in racing, a story so strong and 
true and fine that it well must be written as encouragement for the con- 
tinuance of the turf. 

Miss Watters’ brother, Pvt. Sidney Watters, Jr. (his father is a well known 
foxhunting horseman of Maryland, who once rode to win the Maryland Cup), 
enlisted in the United States Army, shortly after Pearl Harbor. Pvt. Wat- 
ters, Jr. is one of the greatest gentlemen riders of this day. As a stylist over 
fences, or on the flat, he is a joy to behold. He rode many winners, particu- 
larly for Trainer James E. Ryan. In an effort to show his appreciation for 
the splendid rides Pvt. Watters, Jr. had always put up, Mr. Ryan gave him 
Imp. Glen-Na-Mona last summer. 

Pvt. Watters, Jr. is a horseman, trained successfully) at the hunt meetings. 
He took this 7-year-old maiden, by Teamster—Kate, Malone down to his 
family’s Monkton, Md. farm, there freshened him, schooled him, raced him 
several times during the fall of 1941, at Bel Air, Belmgnt and Laurel. These 
‘chasing efforts were summarized in one form sheet, ‘‘Always well up’’. 

When her brother departed for the Army, Miss Watters took to galloping 
and fitting Glen-Na-Mona, knowing full well the recreational pleasure Pvt. 
Watters, Jr. would have out at Ft. Reno, Okla., in getting news of this sort 
Miss Watters got Glen-Na-Mona up to breezing, even worked 


from home. 





him in the big field adjoining the Elkridge-Harford Hunt Club. She started 
with him in February. 

Shades of “National Velvet”, Miss Watters did the riding, also the feeding, 
grooming and the strapping, paid the feed man and the horseshoer from her 
allowance, persisted through all difficulties. ‘‘When he started getting fit, 
he was too much for Jane, she couldn’t hold him,” said her father. ‘‘We got 
Sidney’s good friend, Burley Cocks, to take the horse on with his string he 
had at Timonium. Burley stayed with us in return for Glen-Na-Mona’s care, 
Jane took the feed over in the car.” 

This was the way Glen-Na-Mona was readied. When Pvt. Watters, Jr. 
came home on a ten day furlough to ride Hold Forth in The Maryland Hunt 
Cup, he had time to work Glen-Na-Mona at Timonium, scarcely thinking that 
after he returned to his post that the horse would be up to an effort during 
the Pimlico meeting. ‘‘Let’s run him, there will be vanning problems, gaso- 
line rationing, and expenses involved in getting him to Beimont and Dela- 
ware Park’’, was the concensus of Glen-Na-Mona’s connections. 

Run him they did! But not first without regression when they saw en- 
tries. Serious consideration was given to scratching. Mutuel players com- 
pletely disregarded their charge. Montpelier’s Jacket, Mrs. John Skinner’s 
Dundrillin, George H. Bostwick’s West Haddon, S. Bryce Wing’s Balk, all 
winners, were more highly regarded than their maiden. Glen-Na-Mona went 
to the top commencing the first turn and there has never been more ex- 
citement confined to a few club house boxes during the fifty-two year history 





of Pimlico. 


The Glen-Na-Mona backers were few, but all together. 


Specta- 


tors were distracted, such was the cheering for the home-trained ’chaser. 


Glen-Na-Mona fairly flew. 


Contenders could not get near him. 


He ran 


in the second fastest time of the meeting, to win by almost a full length. A 
seventy-five to one shot, he was home free, winner of $700 first money, which 
will all go to furthering his campaign this season, that steeplechasing will 
benefit by another owner-interest and a sportsman soldier will find redoubled 


joy in news from home. 


Is there any finer inspirational example for racing’s continuance?

Texas Breeding 
San Angelo, Texas 
April 29, 1942 
Gentlemen: 

Your letter of April 16 came dur- 
ing my absence and in answer will 
Say that the demands for horses vary 
considerably as to location. 

For instance, on the West Coast, 
the parade type horse, which as a 
rule is a cross between a standard 
bred and a Thoroughbred. Also the 
3-gaited horse is mostly in demand. 

While in the Central States and 
Southern States, consisting of Ari- 
zona, New Mexico, Texas, and a part 
of Louisiana, the Stock type horse 
is the popular horse. This type is 
known as the quarterbred. I mean by 
that the Steeldust, Copper Bottom, 
Billie, Rondo, and Morgan horse. 
These horses have a quick speed and 
make splendid ranch horses. They 
are of short back, broad hip, close 
coupled, heavy muscled conforma- 
tion. The reason these horses are 
demanded in the above mentioned 
states is on account of it being most- 
ly a ranch country, and they make 
excellent cow horses. 

The third type that seems to be 
very much in demand in most of the 
states east of the Mississippi River 
are the 3-gaited and Tennessee Walk- 
ing Horses, So you can see—I do not 
think there is any one type that you 
can raise to satisfy the demands 
throughout the country. It depends 
most altogether on the class of work 
the horse has to do. 

Am making the following crosses 
with my horses: Am using a Tennes- 
see Walking Horse on the quarter 
type Palomino mares. And I find that 
more than 90 per cent of this cross 
are 3-gaited animals, and can _ be 
used very successfully for a pleasure 
horse, or for plantation riding horses. 

Am also crossing a quarterbred 
Palomino stud on quarter” type 
mares. Both of the above breeds have 
a good market.

P. S.—The Thoroughbred breed of 
horses in the past have been rather 
popular in this part of the country 
for polo purposés, and some are used 
to work stock with on the ranckes 
But at the present the demand for 
this breed of horses is very limited.

animal, without a trace of the characteristics that somehow he developed in 
Asia-Minor. There he gained them to such an intense and irrevocable de- 
gree that he came to possess a power of stamping himself upon whatever he 
encountered. For ages now this power of his has been one of the wonders 
of natural history. In fact, there is nothing else to match it. 

Pegasus And The Parthenon 

When the ancient Greeks brought the Oriental horse across into Europe, 
with their unrivaled sense of the beautiful and their fanatical cult of physical 
perfection, they at once realized his ineffable character. In token thereof 
they made a god of him in the form of Pegasus. To the Greeks poetry, which 
Homer and Sophocles and Sappho raised to heights never since attained, was 
the utmost flight of human achievement. So they made Pegasus its incarna- 
tion—a winged Arabian horse, that occasionally visited the earth but other- 
wise abode in heaven with the rest of the Olympians. 

Not satisfied with this, they carved his image all over their temples, es- 
pecially the chief one of all, the Parthenon at Athens, which, now nothing 
but a ruin, remains the world’s most famous and beautiful building. 

After the Greeks had acquired the Arab, they took him with them 
wherever they went in their travels, their voyages and their conquests. Above 
all, into Italy, where-in time the Romans took him over. At the same time 
he was spreading through North Africa, where he developed into the sub- 
breed we call the Barb. 

20,000 White Horses 

At one time there must have been immense hosts of Arabian (or Orien- 
tal) horses dispersed all over the then-known world of the Greeks and Ro- 
mans. It is difficult to conceive today, when they have become so scarce and 
so precious and so difficult to procure, in their best estate, that they are really 
“articles-de-vertu’’. In the prime of Ancient Asia Minor, they were bred on 
a gigantic scale. Whenever conquerors from other countries got into it and 
triumphed, among the first of their exactions in tribute were its horses. There 
was a strain of white ones that was especially coveted and we read of one 
conqueror carrying off with him no less than twenty-thousand of them at 
one swoop. 

Wherever they went, the Arabs stamped their impress. When their 
blood was poured into that of the common horse stock of Europe, it was like 
pouring a rich dye into what before had been colorless; or, to change the 
figure, a drop of attar of roses into a scentless compound. Their influence 
was so profound that it broke down, remoulded and recreated whatever alien 
elements it was mixed with. 

What we call the Dark Ages following the downfall of the Roman Em- 
pire not only set back civilization for centuries, in human-terms—it did the 
same thing for the equine race. The deluges of Huns, Goths and Vandals 
that overran Europe and passed down through Spain and Italy into North 
Africa brought with them hordes of their semi-wild and wholly uncultivated 
horses, the descendants of the original Central Asiatic breed that, all the 
while the Arab had been reaching his classical perfection, had remained the 
same coarse and common plebeians that they are to this very day, as all who 
have studied the modern Tartar horse are well aware. 

Arab’s Classical Perfection Gets Blow 

This was a staggering blow to European horse culture which did not 
begin to recover from it to any great extent until after centuries more, the 
age of the Crusades took the flower of European chivalry to Palestine and 
immediate contact was once more restored with the true Oriental horse. 
Once more he began to find his way to western Europe and take up his his- 
toric mission of refinement and enrichment. 

The discovery of America soon followed. By one of those providential 
circumstances which, as we look back upon them, seem to have been divinely 
appointed, the discoverer of America was an Italian and was in the service 
of Spain—and those were the two countries where, above all, the Arab stamp 
upon the horse stock had been the deepest, the Arab impress upon art had 
been the strongest and most wide-spread and the whole tradition remained 
most alive. This was particularly true of Spain, which had become the 
breeding ground of Europe’s finest and most valuable types of horses—due 
wholly to its constant infusions of Oriental blood which reached all the way 
across North Africa and back to Arabia itself, where now all that was best 
and purest of the entire classical breed of Asia Minor had found its final 
home and refuge. 

Beginning with his first voyage of discovery, Columbus and all the sub- 
sequent Spanish explorers brought horses with them. Always and constantly 
horses, and, for the most part, horses of definitely Arabian type. 
useless to bring ordinary ones. They would not stand up and live under the 
terrific hardships that they were called upon to endure. It required the 
utmost of strength, endurance, courage, constitution and soundness to with- 
stand such ordeals. 


For it was 


“We Owed It To The Horses” 

The testimony to this effect is unanimous. Itemized lists are still extant 
of the horses that Cortez brought to Mexico—the first landed upon the North 
American continent—that Pizarro took to Peru—the first used in the con- 
quest of South America of which we have knowledge—and that DeSoto 
brought to Florida, which were the first introduced into what is today the 
United States. Their praises were sung by all the chroniclers in the most 
enthusiastic terms. Not only were they beautiful and fleet—they were the 
saviors to which, in the last analysis, success was due. ‘‘Before God we owed 
it to the horses” wrote Bernal Diaz, when he was penning the epic of the 
conquest of Mexico. Without them all would have been lost. 

It is one of the well-known basic facts of our horse history that the 
animals introduced by the Spanish Conquistadores were the progenitors of 
the vast herds of Plains and similar types that soon spread over the south 
and west of this country. Their characteristics were strongly Oriental. Hard- 
ship, privation, abuse, their constant lot, often caused degeneration, but the 
foundation remained and would reassert itself in remarkable ways. Three 
hundred years later, when the Plains were first being systematically explored 
and their vast herds of wild horses observed and examined, there were con- 
stantly turning up individuals whose beauty, speed and courage caused won- 





der and amazement. The horse lore of the Indians teemed with traditions 
of such steeds, which were often pursued for years before they could be 
captured—and sometimes never were. Tribal wars were caused by attempts 
to wrest from some band or chieftain some coveted animal, whose fame had 
spread far and wide and whose possession was held to be a token of gy- 
premacy. 

These legends and traditions have never been collected and collated as 
they deserve to be, for behind them was and is something perdurable—the 
indestructability of a type. 

One of its most remarkable demonstrations has been of but recent oc- 
currence. It is now but two or three years ago that a band of dwarf horses, 
never before known to exist, was found in an isolated part of the Grand 
Canyon, from which they had been unable to escape for centuries. Lack of 
subsistence had reduced them to pygmies, but in their miniature forms lurk- 
ed strength and vigor. Despite their stunted frames, they remained defi- 
nitely Oriental in type. 

The Plains Stock—Palominos and Chickasaws 

The Arab influence, through the horses of the Spanish explorers and 
colonists, was exerted upon our riding types in three ways; through the 
Plains stock, in the west-central part of the continent, through the so-called 
Palominos, of California, and through the Chickasaw and allied sub-speciesg 
that were developed in Florida, Alabama and the Mississippi Valley. The 
Palominos were undoubtedly produced by the introduction of Mexican an- 
cestors deep in Oriental blood but bigger, bulkier and less refined through 
the crossing in of heavier strains, originally in Spain before it had crossed 
the Atlantic. Spain, it must be again remembered, was the purveyor to 
Europe at large of its finest horses for centuries. They were of two types— 
3arb coursers and the larger, stouter, less active animals that 
were used for ceremonial purposes, and the like, both under saddle and in 
harness. Spain for a long while dominated what we call the Low Countries 

Holland, Belgium, etc.—and there had been developed in the Middle Ages 
the so-called ‘‘Great Horse’’—the charger of giant size and strength that 
was necessary to carry the knight in full armor, with which the animal him- 
self was also encased. It must have been ancestors of this type from which 
the Palomino was developed. 


the Arab or 


The Plains and Floridian sub-species descended from the ‘Arab and Sara- 
cenic ancestors brought in by the Spaniards were quite different in character. 
They declined in size somewhat from the parent stock, because of the hot 
climate where they were propagated and the ignorance of the Indians and 
indifference of the white settlers toward their proper care and mating. To 
be correct, they for the most part mated themselves—and when that occurs 
a reversion toward the wild and uncultivated state always begins. Never- 
theless there were many beautiful animals thus produced which were in 
wide request both among the colonists and the Indians for riding and racing 
purposes. For racing among the Indians, both of the Plains and the Gulf 
tribes, speedily became a passion once they were equipped with horses. 

Virginia A Hot-Bed of Racing 

The next great infusion of Arabian blood came with the settlement of 
Maryland, Virginia and the Carolinas. When Cromwell and his Roundheads 
overcame, deposed and executed King Charles I toward the middle of the 
eighteenth century, it caused a general exodus from England of the Cavaliers, 
the chief adherents of the Stuarts. Over 1,000 of them then came to Vir- 
ginia, bringing with them many choice animals that must have been deep in 
Arab blood. For at that time racing in England was wholly in the hands of 
the aristocracy and their horses, whether for the course or for the saddle, 
were bred up from Oriental stock upon native strains. 

About that time Virginia became a hot-bed of racing, not over the long 
courses but the so-called “‘race-paths” of the quarter-horses. These quarter 
The blood of the earliest ones is known only 
through deduction, but everything points to its having been a combination 
of the best and fastest elements in the colony with the “bred” sires and dams 
that were imported from England. ,

The early course racers were known 
first as “bred’”’ horses, the later ‘‘Thoroughbred”’ conception not taking shape 
until in the period preceding the Revolutionary war.

There was one of these early Thoroughbred sires, im- 
jorted Janus, that exercised a most remarkable influence upon the Virginia 
quarter-horse. The speed in his blood far surpassed anything hitherto known 
in Virginia and he begot a breed of quarter-horses that remains the most 
famous of all. It was the origin of the distinctive type that still exists in 
Texas and the Southwest—-low and stocky, with tremendously developed hind 
quarters, a fore-hand showing blood, and whirlwind speed for short distances,

Southern Horses Stem Northern Tide 

Somewhat later than his introduction into Maryland, Virginia and the 
Carolinas the Thoroughbred was imported into the North, especially New 
York. 3ut the development of good roads in the North being much more 
forward than in the south, the riding horse there much sooner gave way to 
the coach, carriage and wagon horse. This became a standing condition 
which was to endure—and when the Civil War came, eighty years ago, the 
great superiority of the cavalry horses of the South to those of the North 
enabled them to stem the tide of Northern victory for years, the Southern 
horses being in many cases pure Thoroughbred and almost universally deep 
in Oriental blood, while those of the North were of a different type not nearly 
so well adapted to military use. 

To this however, one exception must be made. Shortly before the year 
1800 there was foaled in New England the horse known today as Justin Mor- 
gan. He was one of the equine phenomenons of all time. Living his life in 
obscurity, used much of the time for the hardest menial labor, valued in his 
prime at not much more than a hundred dollars and covering only the com- 
mon country mares, he begot one of the most valuable and popular families 
of horses that America has ever known—horses almost equally useful under 
either the saddle or the collar, whose popularity became so immense that 
they were distributed over the entire U. S. A. and Canada. The ancestry of 
Justin Morgan is a matter of long-standing dispute. But one thing is certain 
—no horse of other than Arabian descent ever could have begotten him. He 
was small, fleet, active, fearless, docile, spirited, courageous and long-lived, 
and so unerringly did he transmit his peculiar and unmistakable individual- 
ity that horsemen can still pick out his descendants because of their inheri- 
tance of it, sometimes to an amazing degree. 

The Narragansett Pacer 

As this is merely an informal address and not an essay or a thesis, only 
one other race of American riding horses will be mentioned. 
was—-the breed that flourished in America long ago but now for over a cen- 
tury extinct: the so-called Narragansett Pacer. As the name implies, he was 
originally a product of the region around Narragansett Bay. In Rhode Island 
and in pre-Revolutionary times, he was the favorite saddle horse of the 
Colonies, especially among the upper classes. His antecedents are unknown, 
the tales and legends regarding them being fantastic. As there was much 
trade back and forth between Narragansett and the West Indies at that time 
he may have possessed Oriental blood. But the fact that despite his great 
popularity and wide dissemination, as a type he was unable to endure but 
faded away into the past in no very long time after that of his hey-day, belies 
that idea. 

For the dominant quality of Arab blood is its eternal, its immortal per- 
sistence. Wherever, as the horseman of today looks about him and among

horses, observes beauty, speed, grace, fire, activity, docility and fine-ness yet 
toughness of fibre, he sees that eternity, that immortality, incarnated.

seemed too much to ask this great 
Maryland Cup winning Man o’War 
this day. His rider was working hard, 
using every manner of encourage- 
ment to get him up. He was pushing 
and driving, sharp spurred heels and 
all. 

Blockade, who had scarcely rap- 
ped a rail in years, perhaps not since 
he sent that big one flying at the 17th 
in the 1939 running of The Mary- 
land, was 3 lengths back of Sir 
Romeo, “Seemingly in right at his 
fence’, Patrol Judge J. North Flet- 
cher stated, “Colwill was driving 
him, he stood way back, hit, smash- 
ed out a rail, turned over and his 
head was nearest the fence, almost 
20’-0” beyond when he landed. He 
broke his neck. He never moved 
again. There was every evidence of 
this.” 

It was a desperately hard fall, a 
smasher for Mr. Colwill as well, who 
was knocked unconscious and was 
flat out on the ground as that intre- 
pid little Cliftons Max, entry of the 
good Baltimore sportsman, William 
F. Cochran, Jr., landed over the 
fence, he put in a short stride and 
hopped over the fallen figures. 

Blockade, greatest timber horss 
in the’ Maryland Cup history thus 
passed on to the Valhalla of Thor- 
oughbreds, in racing regalia, carry: 
ing his colors, This was the way that 
he should go, like other champions 
who have made a mistake and come 
down in a crasher for a first time. 
His passing is a shock to timber rat- 
ing enthusiasts, a grievous one for 
the game, his trainer-rider, and his 
current owner, who had purchased 
the veteran of 3 Marylands, after he 
had scored these successes. 

Blockade went while racing, went 
driving, came to his end trying to 
win, no finer end if fate decrees it’s 
O’er, and “I’m glad to have seen him 
go without suffering” said his breed- 
er, Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane, proprie- 
toress of Brookmeade Farm. Block- 
ade was taken home to Maryland, to 
a fine burial on his owner’s farm, 
not buried where he came to grief, 
the 17th fence, like Trouble Maker, 
who rests at the very same number- 
ed fence on the Maryland Hunt Cup 
course. 

There is nothing without good and 
it is a thanksgiving that Warrenton 
Hunt followers could Hi-Ho~ Sir 
Romeo’s triumph. Otherwise the 
21st renewal of this famous Virginia 
Cup race might have been altogether 
frightful. Of the 11 who went to the 
post, but 4 were returning to the 
judges. However, Sir Romeo won and 
seemed almost a certain winner, re- 
gardless of the misadventures of 
contenders. 

Christopher M. Greer, Jr.’s House- 
man, 162, Mr. J. S. Harrison, could 
never get better than 2nd to Sir 
Romeo, lacked the foot of the win- 
ner, although conceding 17 lbs. F. A, 
O'Keefe, Jr.’s Sun Alv, 140, R. 
Ridgeway up, and Cliftons Max, 155, 
J. Gill riding, finished in order back 
of Houseman, 3rd and 4th and len- 
gths away, never contenders.

Mountsville, F. H. Embrey up, was 
the ist to go falling. The ambulance 
took Maj. Warburg’s stable-manager 


off to the hospital with a concussion. 
Mountsvilie, Middleburg Huat’s 
huntsman’s horse this past season 
went down at the 2nd, in a seeming 
easy fall, but his rider got a devilish 
good going over. 

George T. Walker, a regular of 
Potomac Hunt, who had never rid- 
den in a timber race under rules of 
the National Steeplechase and Hunt 
Assn., is a keen one. He has a good 
Rathbeale mare, Metope, and she 
can run and jump. He was keen to 
know the joy of riding in colors over 
post and rail. He was well up with 
the leaders, was 3rd at the 5th, with 
Sir Romeo, Blockade in front of 
him, and all but along side of House- 
man. His mare had been running on, 
had been taking a good pull. She 
started to come back, and ‘‘Mr. Wal- 
ker pushed her along,’’ according to 
patrol judge Henry Frost, Jr., who 
witnessed the fall. ‘‘Metope hardly 
raised. She hit terribly hard, sent 
her rider flying. I do not think that 
she hit him, but he fell terribly 
hard.” The doctor’s verdict at the 
hospital later were 5 broken ribs 
and a collarbone. 

Thus is the chart of falls through 
the ist mile. Then Maj. Albert P. 
Hinckley’s Sky Knees hit hard, twist- 
ed, and Mr. N. T. Mayo went ‘‘A lost 
rider’ at the 7th. This grey Skyrak- 
er gelding continved on to cause 
much trouble to the field. Sir Romeo 
was now on top by 3 lengths, Block- 
ade was 2nd, Kitty Kidd, entry of 
Mrs. E. Douglas Prime’s with Mr. 
Arnold Scruton up, was 8rd. Back of 
them were Houseman, Cliftons Max, 
Mrs. Frank M. Gould’s Black Sweep, 
Harry L. Straus’ Last Appeal, fF. 
Coe up, and F. A. O’Keefe, Jr.’s Sun 
Alv, R. Ridgeway up. 

These continued much in 
this order to complete the 1st turn 
of the field, when Sir Romeo still 
led by as many lengths, Blockade, 
Kitty Kidd, Houseman, Cliftons Max, 
Black Sweep, Last Appeal], Sun Aly., 
was the order. Then down went 
Kitty Kidd, but her rider was up 
again and remounted to ride to the 
top of the hill the better to see the 
racing. Kitty Kidd fell at the 12th

As they went back of the hill for 
the last time that they went out of 


sight, the race was between Sir 
Romeo, Blockade and Houseman 
who continued in this order, all 


within 3 1-2 lengths. Sir Romeo cut 
out a keen pace all the way and his 
rider was sitting still, letting him 
run. He was fencing faultlessly, 
standing back from them all just 
alike. 

On to the 18th, Sir Romeo weut 
winging. Houseman was the nearest 
contender, couldn’t ground. 
Last Appeal, who all through his 
hunting field years and in his racing 
efforts has never been known to fall, 
was bothered by the loose Sky Knees. 
He met the 18th badly, went down. 
This left but 4 in the race and Sir 
Romeo had taken such command, 
that he had but to stand up the re- 
maining 2 fences. 

Jockey Utterback merely sat still 
over the last fence and then rode his 
mount out with hands and heels to 
the finish, to win by 10 lengths. Mr. 
Harrison was home on Houseman, 
some 40 lengths ahead of the deter- 
mined and stout hearted Sun Aly, 
another entry from the Warrenton 
Hunt country. Little Cliftons Max, 
he stands scarcely 15.2, finished 4th.

Then came the moment of confus- 
ion. Coming down past the judges’ 
stand for the 2nd time there are 2 
fences. The near one was jumped as 
the 1st, a straightaway, but the far 
fence is placed for an easy lefthand- 
ed swing after jumping the line 
fence. This far fence was plainly 
marked 10 and 19 (the last), but 
there had been some paddock in- 
struction to the riders, which made 
some of them think they should take 
the near fence as the 10th. 

So over the 1st piled Mother 
Earth, followed by Bungtown, Re- 
considered, and Wrackonite. Only 
Atkinson and Mr. Stokes took the 
10th fence as numbered, Lt. Straw- 
bridge, once over the 1st, immediate- 
ly swung Bungtown back and around 
and over the far fence the 10th, but 
by then he was out of contention. 

The race from then on was be- 
tween Rockland Lad and Miltiades, 
Mr, Arthur was not pushing the 
mare. He believed the first two were 
disqualified, and knowing he could 
hold the others safe. At the final 
fence Rockland Lad had but a 
length’s margin over Miltiades, but 
his stretch run left no doubt about 
the issue. 

The point-to-point for the White- 
marsh Invitation Cup was the best of 
a day of fine races. Five hunters 
went postward, including 2 owners- 
up, Mr. Albert J. Nesbitt, acting mas- 
ter of Whitemarsh, on his Black 
Argosy, and Mr. Alexander Smith on 
his Bay Thorn. Starting from Vare’s 
Woods on the 5 flagged course (two 
to be rounded twice) and the abouf 
3 1-2 miles, Mr. Frazier Cheston 
went lefthanded, and over one fence, 


while the rest of the field chose the 
direction to the ring, by Mr. Kline’s 
barn, and over 2 fences. 

Mr. Cheston, riding Happyrina, 
owned by his uncle, Morris Cheston, 
chose wisely, for he was ist to the 
initial flag, and from there on was 
never headed. For the 1st mile Mr. 
Nesbitt was 2nd, but by the 4th flag 
in Mr. McLean’s place (and the 2 
mile mark), Mr. Stokes was chal- 
lenging with Winslow Lewis’ Grant. 

At the 5th flag, Grant was stil 
2nd and Black Argosy 3rd, but at 
the 6th (3 miles) Mr. Jack Hamilton 
started his move with Black Medic. 
This imported halfbred, by Instep, 
is a 6-year-old gelding owned by J. 
Newton Hunsberger, Jr., and was 
1st saddled just a year ago. 

Mr. Hamilton was 3rd at the 6th 
flag and still behind Happyrina and 
Grant at the last. The field took this 
final fence, not more than 8 lengths 
separating the 1st and last horses, 
then into the stretch, all winging, 
but Black Medic disposed of Grant, 
and Happyrina crossed the finish 
with a scant half length’s margin 
over the onrushing Hunsberger hunt- 
er. Third came Grant, a length be- 
hind, and with three over Bay Thorn, 
which Mr. Smith rode home wiih a 
tremendous burst, Black Argosy was 
but 2 lengths farther off. 

Both divisions of the mile Broad 
Axe Plate were well run, 6 starting 
in each. Mrs. Willing Bromley’s vet- 
eran Shot Gun, with Mr. R. P. Ham- 
ilton up, made all the running in the 
1st division, but was nipped in the 
stretch by William H. Grau, Jr.’s 
Good Kid, and beaten by a length. 

This finish was most unfortunate. 
Just as Good Kid, a 4-year-old Imp. 
Quatre Bras IT gelding, who had fore- 
ed the pace all the. way, stepped 
across the finish line the winner, he 
stumbled, crossed his forelegs, and 
somersaulted, giving his jockey, R. 
Dobson a smasher, and a broken leg. 
Dobson, taken from the course in 
the ambulance, was unable to weigh 
out, but the judges let the placing 
stand. Mr. Kline’s Tarbrush, Mr. 
Morris Dixon, Jr., up, was 3rd. 

Mrs. Bromley had better success 
in the 2nd division of the Broad Axe 
when Mr. Jack Hamilton, who is re- 
ported to have hit the road for the 
past fortnight to make the weight 
brought her Lloyds of London home 
in a rousing finish to best Mr. Kline’s 
Baskeroll, R. Jones up, by a length, 
Mr. Hamilton rated Lloyds, who ap- 
pears to be a promising one over a 
distance, while Baskeroll piled up a 
10 length margin at the half way 
mark, but the Willing gelding came 


eagerly when Mr. Hamilton called 
on him.
